as a sheet mill,

The present Torrance mill of
Columbia Steel Company, which
has been in operaticn for thirty
|years, produces merchant bars |
jand light structural shapes,
among other products.. This op-
| eration of the Torrance mill will |
|be continued, President Perry
| states.
| In addition to cold reduced
| sheets, the new mill will also be

subsidiary of the United States Steel

J. Lester Perry, company president, said the new pluut v«lll
employ*——

equipped for hot rolled sheet
processing and for sheet galvan-
izing. .and coating, in ?rdor to
meet the west coast demand for
these types of. products, Perry
said.

« Columbia spokesmen said the
mill will produce hot rolled
sheets up to 66 inches wide and
cold rolled sheets 55 inches wide,
suitable for automobile manufac-
ture, and added:

“The new mill will give South-
ern California and nearby- terri-
tor access to a largely in-
creased supply of important steel
products, -manufactured in that
same area.

In August, 1945, United States
Steel announced that studies
were being made with a view to
modernizing Columbia’s steel fac-
ilities in the Los Angeles area,

Perry stated, adding “a modern
cold reduction sheet mill was a
part of that contemplated pro-
gram.”

It is expected that raw ma-
terials for the new cold reduc-
tion mill, principally in the form
of semi-finished ' steel in  coils,
will be shipped to a large extent
from the Geneva steel mill at
Geneva, Utah, which U. 8. Steel
purchased last year from the
government, the company an-
nouncement states.
